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2. SUMMARY: AS THE MEMORIES OF THE FEBRUARY 4 COUP 
ATTEMPT AND THE MARCH 10 MASSIVE DEMONSTRATION AGAINST 
CARLOS ANDRES PEREZ (CAP) FADE, THE MOMENTUM FOR CHANGE 
IN VENEZUELA IS DISSIPATING. IN PART, THIS MAY BE 
BECAUSE THE DEMANDS FOR " RECTIFICATION" BUBBLING UP FROM 
VARIOUS SEGMENTS OF SOCIETY DO NOT PROVIDE A CLEAR,

4. SLIGHTLY MORE THAN A MONTH LATER, NOTHING HAS 
HAPPENED TO CHANGE OUR ASSESSMENT. OPINION POLLS 
CONTINUE TO SHOW THAT THE GOVERNMENT, CAP PERSONALLY, 
AND THE POLITICAL PARTIES IN GENERAL, HAVE LOST 
POPULARITY TO AN EXTENT THAT COULD CALL THEIR LEGITIMACY 
INTO QUESTION. DESPITE THIS, STREET DEMONSTRATIONS IN 
CARACAS HAVE BEEN NEITHER BIG NOR PARTICULARLY VIOLENT. 
CAP AND CONGRESS HAVE FAILED TO PASS LEGISLATION, OR 
IMPLEMENT PROGRAMS, THAT MIGHT CONVINCE THE PUBLIC THAT 
ITS CONCERNS ARE BEING MET. THE GOVERNMENT'S RESPONSE 
TO THE CRISIS HAS BEEN "TACTICAL" AND NARROWLY 
POLITICAL, RATHER THAN SUBSTANTIVE OF A NATURE THAT

- ANNOUNCEMENT OF A CORRUPTION CRACKDOWN INCLUDING USE 
OF EXTRADITION: MINISTER OF INTERIOR PINERUA ANNOUNCED 
FORMATION OF AN "ANT I -CORRUPTION" UNIT, BUT NO MAJOR 
FIGURES HAVE BEEN CHARGED WITH CORRUPTION. MAY 20 
NEWSPAPERS ANNOUNCED THAT A JUDGE HAD ORDERED THE

6. TODAY, THE MAJOR THRUST FOR CHANGE IN VENEZUELA LIES 
IN THE EFFORTS BY CONGRESS TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION. 
THE CONCENTRATION BY CONGRESS ON THIS AVENUE FOR REFORM 
EXCLUDES MOST OTHER POSSIBILITIES. NOT ONLY DOES IT 
PREVENT CONGRESS FROM FOCUSING ON OTHER LEGISLATION 
BEFORE IT, BUT IT ALSO SUSPENDS DISCUSSION ON CERTAIN 
CONCRETE, PRACTICAL CHANGES, PENDING THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A NEW LEGAL FOUNDATION FOR THEM. A CASE IN POINT IS 
THE JUDICIAL REFORM LAW, WHICH CANNOT BE PASSED UNTIL 
CONGRESS DECIDES HOW TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTIONAL

7. IN HIS MARCH 5 SPEECH, CAP CALLED FOR A REFERENDUM 
TO RATIFY THE CONSTITUTIONAL REFORMS, BY MAY. THE 



LEGISLATURE, HOWEVER, IS MOVING SLOWLY J 
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CALDERA (WHO WAS NAMED TO HEAD THE BICAMERAL COMMITTEE 
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CHARGED WITH DRAFTING RECOMMENDATIONS MORE THAN A YEAR 
BEFORE THE COUP ATTEMPT) AND ITS SUCCESS WOULD REDOUND 
TO HIS CREDIT. NEITHER AD NOR COPEI (THE SOCIAL 
CHRISTIAN PARTY) HAS AN INTEREST IN HELPING CALDERA. AN

8. THE DEBATE (IF ANY) ON CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM HAS NOT 
EVEN BEEN IN THE PUBLIC DOMAIN. CONGRESS APPOINTED FOUR 
COMMITTEES TO STUDY VARIOUS PARTS OF THE 70 PROPOSED 
AMENDMENTS. WHEN THESE COMMITTEES COMPLETE THEIR 
REPORTS, DEBATE WILL PRESUMABLY OCCUR, BUT FOR NOW 
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VENEZUELANS ARE RECEIVING LITTLE NEWS ABOUT THE PROGRESS 
OF THE AMENDMENTS. THE CENTRAL UNIVERSITY (UCV) HAS 
ANNOUNCED PLANS FOR TWO DAYS OF PUBLIC DISCUSSIONS OF 
THE PENDING REFORMS, LATER THIS WEEK, BUT THIS EVENT IS 
NOT PART OF THE OFFICIAL, CONGRESS INAL DEBATE.

9. THE SENSE OF URGENCY THAT WAS EXPRESSED EVEN BY THE 
POLITICAL ELITE, IN FEBRUARY AND EARLY MARCH, IS GONE . 
POLITICIANS IN GENERAL ARE RETURNING TO THE COMFORT OF 
LONG-ESTABLISHED MODES OF THOUGHT AND ACTION. THE "UP 
SIDE" TO THIS PHENOMENON IS THAT THE COUNTRY IS 
INCREASINGLY UNLIKELY TO RUSH INTO CURES THAT ARE WORSE

SIDE" IS THAT VENEZUELA'S POLITICAL CLASS IS UNWILLING 
TO COME TO GRIPS WITH THE TREMENDOUS PUBLIC FRUSTRATION 
UNCOVERED/ENCOURAGED BY THE COUP ATTEMPT. THE TRUE 
SOURCES OF THAT DISCONTENT REMAIN A MUDDLE. IT FLOWED 
FROM MANY SOURCES: LONG-TERM DISTRESS AT THE FAILURE OF 
THE GOV'S PREVIOUS ECONOMIC MODEL, AND THE CONSEQUENT 
FALL IN LIVING STANDARDS OVER THE LAST 10 YEARS;

10. IF THE SOURCES OF LONG TERM DISCONTENT ARE MUDDLED, 
THE SOLUTIONS ALREADY PROPOSED AND CONTANTLY BEING 
ELABORATED ON BY VARIOUS SECTORS OF THE SOCIETY ARE 
CONFUSING. MANY OF THE DEMANDS FOR "RECTIFICATION" ARE 
CONFLICTING, OTHERS POTENC I ALL Y DESTABILIZING OR JUST 
PLAIN BAD IDEAS, STILL OTHERS ARE ATTEMPTS BY INTEREST 
GROUPS TO OBTAIN SPECIAL FAVORS FROM WHAT IS PERCEIVED 
TO BE A WEAKENED GOVERNMENT. IN SHORT, THERE IS NO 
SINGLE, COHESIVE AGENDA THAT THE GOVERNMENT CAN --OR
